“Killing the Goose” 


The deed is nearly done, the goose 
is nearly dead. About 20,000 stock- 
holders of the New. York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad have 
been informed by the daily press’ of 
the past week that there will not 
come to them this month their usual 
December dividend. 

It has taken about tem years to 
bring this to pass, and the respon- 
sibility for success which now marks 
the work of the ten years is not to 
be entirely attached to any one per- 
son or any one factor. A number 
of pacer divided the responsibility ; 
a number of different kinds of peo- 
ple, and a number of different kinds 
of ase have contributed to the 
result 


The railroad itself must share. a 
large part of the responsibility for 
taking from the thousands of people 
who had learned to be dependent 
upon this one form of security, their 
regular return for money invested. 
The management drifted a long way 
afield in its work. It was not satis- 
fied to assemble locomotives, cars, 
people and passengers and be one of 
the factors in the modern civiliza- 
tion, but it began to reach’ out with 
the idea that ‘there was more money 
to be made in the manipulation of 
securities, in changing and © re- 
changing and changing again its dif- 
investment; in tell- 
ing the people how much it was go- 
ing to do for thém, and then doing 


ras little as it possibly could; in con- 


trolling legislative bodies for unwise 
laws, and in combating legislative 
bodies that occasionally pass good 
laws. Most of those who have been 
responsible for the direct manage- 
ment of this great railroad system 
during the past ten years have for- 
gotten entirely any thought of part- 
nership between them and the pub- 
lic, have forgotten entirely that they 
were a great part of the actual \pub- 
lic service, only a little way removed 
from that service which” we have 
through our mails, and the other 
labor performed by the government 
for its people. 


Instead of attending to the things 
which they ought to have done, they 
have taken up a million things which 
they ought not to have done, an@ 
have made a mess of it all. 


Atid what of the public? It is 
foolish to lay all of the agitation and 
all of the opposition which the rail- 
roads, .and particularly the New 
York and New Haven, have en 
countered ‘during the past ten years; |! 
to either newspapers, politicians; | 
statesmen, .labor agitators, or any 
particular class of people “who fos 
ment trouble for such organizations. 
Instead it should be pretty definite+ 
ly. understood that the fault lies with 
the great people themselves. It is 
frequently pretty difficult to deter- 
mine. whether public sentiment 
arouses agitation of great questions, 
or whether agitation : of ‘great ques+ 
tions. makes public sentiment. We 
frequently think that because some 
newspaper - persistently and with 
great force proclaims some great 
purpose, and works it ott, that such 
a factor is to be credited with every 
accomplishment that follows along 
that particular line. . But from the 
little knowledge possessed of the 
way in which these things work out, 
we are inclined to think that it is 
much more likely to be the case that 
public sentiment, public demand, and 
public thirst for sensation and change 
are often the responsible factors in 
making the newspaper follow that 
lead, and feed the demand for agita- 
tion which so many newspapers in- 
dulge in. We are apt to lay the 
blame for much of the present con- 
dition of Massachusetts railroad se- 
curities to newspapers, to politicians, 
to agitators, and to that class of 
people, but if it were possible to de- 
termine accurately the full respon- 
sibility “we are inclined to think it 
would reach back to the people 
themselves. 


The pendulum swung a long way 
ten to fifteen years ago towards the 
elevation of every form of capital 
and every form of achievement 
worked out through capitalism. That 
was overdone, just as ten to fifteen 
years later, we have undoubtedly 
overdone the abuse of capital. The 
20,000 people more or less who are 
going to be in straightened circum- 
stances because one of the results of 
this swinging up’ and swinging down 
has been the cutting off of any re- 
turn to men and worhien. who haye 
invested their money directly -and 
indirectly in a great railroad, will 
find that a much better equilibrium

JOHN F. KIMBALL

A man whose life had touched the 
vital things of Andover for many 
years passed on to his reward

Pe hy 1860; when i ¢ Téemoved to 
North Andover, making his home 
there until 1801. 
years of his life he had been. active 
in the affairs of the Andover Savings 
Bank. 

His early years were spent in Box- 
ford where he engaged in farming, 
and, during the winter months in 
teaching school, but in 1870 he came 
to the Andover Savings Bank, as 
treasurer of the bank, succeeding the 
late John Flint, and served in that 
capacity until January, 1904. At that 
time he was retired to the honorary 
positions of vice-president and trus- 
tee, which positions he held at the 
time of his death. 

In his work in the bank, Mr. Kim- 
ball filled a large place in the life of 
the community, not: alone as a cus- 
todian of the funds entrusted to him,

The 
growth of the bank was also marked 
during this period by the fact that 
at the beginning of Mr. ‘Kimball’s 
service the total assets of the insti- 
tution were $730,327.66, while at his 
retirement they had increased -to 
$3,554,722.87, 

His public activities were largely 
confined to his work in the church.

May I put in another bit of pad- 
ding by saying that an American 
farmer seems to get on with little 
straw about his stables and byers 
and has no idea of the value of stable 
manure. 

The French farmer is # model in 
this respect and without being a 
graduate of an agricultural college 
knows the value of ammonia and 
phosphate and all the other ingre-
